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Senate Restores School Aid 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — The Missouri Senate 
Wednesday night repudiated its Appropriations Committee 
and restored a full $35 million increment to public school 
aid and attached a series o f spending amendments to the 
com m ittee’s austerity budget proposals. 
T he com m ittee recommended cutting back school aid by 
$15 million to balance the budget for 1972-73, but the 
Senate voted 25-8 to commit $339 million in aid to schools 
for the upcoming year. 
Sen. A. Clifford Jones, RBrentwood, said that action put 
the budget out of balance and predicted it would not be 
brought back in line with revenue estimates. 
“The first bill’s the m orphine,’’ Jones said. “ You're 
hooked.” 
The school aid controversy had to be resolved in the first 
o f the major budget bills. 
That decision was made in the Senate’s first night session 
o f the 
current legislature. 
Several 
other budget bills 
containing appropriations 
for 
most 
state agencies for 
institutions waited in the wings. 
In a close vote, the Senate rejected, 16-17, an effort by 
Sen. William B. Waters, D-Liberty, to delete the $1.2 
million subsidy to Bi-State Transit Agency in St. Louis to 
keep the buses running there. 
Water said Kansas City found a way to keep its transit 
system operating through local taxation and that it would 
be unfair now to ask all Missouri taxpayers to salvage the 
St. Louis system . 
Sen. Robert A. Young, D-St. Ann, won support for an 
amendment in an emergency bill to provide $10 million to 
cover the cost of incom e tax refunds for the current year. 
Tempers flared several times during the budget debate 
session which began about 10 a.m. Wednesday and traveled 
around the clock before weary senators called it a day. 
Sen. Richard Webster, R-Carthage, succeeded in getting 
an am endm ent adopted to delete emergency funding to 
cover unpaid rent of state agencies occupying privately 
owned office space. 
The Senate went along with Webster’s am endm ent to 
strike $103,000 needed to pay for contracted leases, in face 
o f possible suits in the courts. 


Reveal Secret Nixon Offer 


PARIS (AP) - The chief of the U.S. delegation to the 
Vietnam peace talks revealed today that President Nixon 
made a secret proposal to the Vietnamese Communists to 
resume the talks today. 
“The only response came in the form of a mushrooming 
invasion of the Republic of South Vietnam by North 
Vietnamese troops,” 
Ambassador William J. Porter told an airport news 
conference as he returned from consulations in the United 
States. 
Nixon made his secret proposal “through a private 
channel” on April 1, Porter said, and the Communist side 
received it the next day. The proposal thus was made two 
days after the first effect of the big North Vietnamese 
offensive below the demilitarized zone was felt. The South 
Vietnamese on March 30 were driven from the first of the 
string of border bases they lost. 
Porter gave no clue to the identity of the private 
channel and did not explain w hy N ixon made his proposal 
in that fashion and secretly.

Airport Bill Passes House 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — The Missouri House 
today passed and sent to the Senate a bill calling for a 
special election in the St. Louis m etropolitan area on the 
issue o f where a second major airport should be located. 
The bill passed 109 to 34, but the emergency clause 
failed on a 106-37 vote. It takes 109 affirmative votes to 
clear an emergency clause in the House so the bill would 
becom e effective as soon as it is signed by the governor. 
That means the special election cannot be held at the 
time o f the August primary elections as the bill suggested. 
But it could be held at the tim e of the November general 
elections. 
Rep. Richard J. Rabbitt, D- St. Louis, got the House to 
let him take the bill out of order. He said it was a major 
issue that should be disposed o f on an emergency basis. 
But Rep. Charles E. Valier, R-St. Louis, 
called 
it 
‘‘a 
phony issue loaded in favor o f a location o f the airport in 
Missouri. It is a provincial approach to a far-reaching 
question.” 
He said Missouri is already tw o years late in considering 
the problem of a successor to crowded St. Lou is-Lambert 
Field because it takes 10 years to build a major airport and 
Lambert will be inadequate by 1980. 
Rep. Robert E. Young, R-Carthage, said, “ We’ve already 
frittered away more tim e on this flight in fancy than we 
should have.”

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The Senate passed a bill today to 
limit the power of the president to com m it U.S. armed 
forces to hostilities without the approval of Congress. 
The vote was 68 to 16, sending the bill to an uncertain 
fate in the House. 
Before the final vote, the Senate turned down 55 to 27 
an amendment by Sen. James L. Buckley, R-Con-N.Y., to 
require similar approval by Congress for assignment o f U.S. 
troops to “peacekeeping forces” under control of the 
United Nations Security Council. 
Sponsors of the bill said the U.N. Participation Act o f 
1945 
already 
requires congressional approval 
o f any 
agreements under which the President may com m it troops 
to the United Nations, and there are no such agreements in 
existence now. 
Also rejected 45 to 37 was an amendment by Sen. Peter 
H. Dominick, R-Colo., to allow the President, in emergency 
situations, to use armed force to retaliate against attack on 
U.S. troops as well as against attack on U.S. territory.

Senate Restores School Aid 


JKI* FERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — The Missouri Senate 
Wednesday night repudiated its Appropriations Com m ittee 
and restored a full $36 million increment to public school 
aid and attached a series of spending am endm ents to the 
co m m ittee’s austerity budget proposals. 
T h e com m ittee recommended cutting back school aid by 
$15 million to balance the budget for 1972-73, but the 
Senate voted 25-8 to com mit $339 million in aid to schools 
for the upcoming year. 
Sen. A. Clifford Jones, RBrentwood, said that action put 
the budget out of balance and predicted it would not be 
brought back in line with revenue estimates. 
“ The first bill’s the m orphine,” Jones said. " Y o u ’re 
hooked.” 
The school aid controversy had to be resolved in the first 
of the major budget bills. 
T hat decision was made in the S enate’s first night session 
of the 
current 
legislature. 
Several 
other 
budget bills 
containing appropriations 
for 
most 
state agencies for 
institutions waited in the wings. 
In a close vote, the Senate rejected, 16-17, an effort by 
Sen. William B. Waters, D-Liberty, to delete the $1.2 
million subsidy to Bi-State Transit Agency in St. Louis to 
keep the buses running there. 
Water said Kansas City found a way to keep its transit 
system operating through local taxation and that it would 
be unfair now to ask all Missouri taxpayers to salvage the 
St. Louis system. 
Sen. Robert A. Young, D-St. Ann, won support for an 
am endm ent in an em ergency bill to provide $10 million to 
cover the cost of income tax refunds for the current year. 
Tem pers flared several times during the budget debate 
session which began about 10 a.m. Wednesday and traveled 
around the clock before weary senators called it a day. 
Sen. Richard Webster, R-Carthage, succeeded in getting 
an am endm ent adopted to delete emergency funding to 
cover unpaid rent of state agencies occupying privately 
owned office space. 
The Senate went along with W ebster’s am endm ent to 
strike $103,000 needed to pay for contracted leases, in face 
of possible suits in the courts.

The recommendation by the National Commission 
on Marijuana and Drug Abuse, that private use and 
possession

HARD TIMES 
FOR LIBRARIES 
“ Reading 
Makes 
the 
World Go Round” and 
“You’ve Got a Right to Read” have been designated as 
themes for the 15th annual National Library Week 
beginning Sunday, April 16. The slogans underscore 
efforts to strengthen the role of libraries and to 
promote childhood education and equal educational 
opportunities for the disadvantaged. In recent years 
demand for library services has been booming, not 
only in book lending and providing information and 
reference help but also in lecture series and in lending 
films, paintings and records. At the same time, libraries 
are expected to hold the costs of these services at 
present levels or even to reduce them. 
Rising library costs are largely traceable to higher 
salaries. The American Library Association estimates 
that salaries account for about 70 per cent of library 
budgets. Some libraries are using volunteers in an 
attempt to reduce this expense. The crisis resulting 
from rising library costs and reductions in local and 
federal support for library services has forced many 
libraries to cut staffs, close branches and reduce orders 
for books and publications. Some libraries can no 
longer afford to keep their doors open evenings or 
weekends. 
The fiscal problem is mostly severely felt by the 
nation’s 11,850 public libraries (including branches), 
which are largely supported by local and state funds. 
The 1973 federal budget also reflects a cut in support 
for both services and construction of public libraries. 
Library Journal (March 15, 1972) reports that while 
school library funding will remain pretty much at 1972 
levels, federal support for public library services in 
fiscal 1973 would be cut from $46.5 million to $30 
million and public library construction will be cut 
from $9.5 million to zero. 
“The public services’ current and future financial 
plight is unlikely to be significantly relieved by 
hoped-for palliatives such 
as federal or state-aid, 
whether in the form of general revenue sharing or 
categorical grants,” reports Joseph Eisner (Library 
Journal, Oct. 1, 1971). Increased funding for library 
programs will not necessarily be forthcoming even if 
revenue sharing eases municipal finacial problems. 
Libraries generally rank low on municipal priority lists. 
“Public libraries,” concludes Eisner, “ will have to 
adjust their services and programs to the reality 
imposed by fiscal constraints.”

Drive.”

Hair is a glorious adornment that men and women 
pain|>er and worry about, 
In recent years many men who still have hair in 
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significant amounts have decided to flaunt it creating 
the “flowing mane dilemma” for a number of special 
interest groups including barbers, barbershop quartets, 
hat makers, people who dislike excesses of all sorts and 
individuals whose job ts to worry about occupational 
safety. 
Controlling long hair is not a new issue. The safety 
and health hazards inherent in having locks that hang 
below the neck have been a problem for women ever 
since cavemen discovered hair made a great handle 
when courting reluctant members of the opposite sex. 
Since the arrival of the most recent version of a 
“now” generation, however, long hair, occasionally 
supplemented by a beard, has become a prominent 
style among significant numbers of men - and a serious 
safety problem. 
The calamities that can result when industrial 
accidentinvolve long hair, sideburns, and or beards 
that are present in potentially hazardous quantities 
usually result in scenes that are often on the dark side 
of gruesome. Anyone who has seen the aftermath of an 
accident involving a person’s hair caught in spinning 
machinery will probably not forget the image of hair 
and skin ripped from the scalp and tangled in the 
works of some indifferent machine. 
Long hair is also the villain in other accidents. It 
can 
create 
an 
imperfect 
seal 
when 
respiratory 
equipment 
is being used allowing the dangerous 
elements in the work environment to seep into the 
mask, and it can be hazardous in a health sense when 
permitted to go untethered in ultra clean areas. 
What should we do about the long hair hazard? 
That question has been asked many times, no doubt, in 
industries throughout the country. Of course, a clean 
shaven head and face will quickly eliminate the hazard. 
Unfortunately there is no single, definitive answer, 
because the scope of the problem can vary from 
company to company. Probably the worst approach is 
demand that an employee cut his hair. This can often 
lead to unnecessary* friction, poor morale, and perhaps 
the loss of some skilled workers. 
The best general answer is for persons concerned 
with safety 
in a plant to point out that rules 
concerning beards and hair are for the worker’s 
protection and 
preservation of the hair style an 
employee may have spent some time creating. The 
scars caused when hair and spinning spindles meet are 
usually permanent. 
The National Safety Council suggests that as much 
as possible the selection of the tyjie of hair protection 
should be left up to the individual - so long as it 
doesn’t present a hazard in itself. 
An 
Indiana 
printer, 
for 
example, 
requires 
long-haired 
employees 
to 
wear 
their 
choice 
of 
protective devices. Many chose an elastic head band. 
An Iowa packing company requires bearded men to 
wear nets as a sanitary and safety requirement. It also 
points out that a beard ripped out by a machine would 
leave scars that even plastic surgery could not help, and 
that the employee’s eyes, teeth and facial bone 
structure might be endangered if the entire face were 
drawn into the machine. 
A recent article in the Safety Council magazine, 
National Safety News, suggests that beards are also a 
danger to welders. “ A spark in the beard,” says the 
article, “sounds more humorous than dangerous, and 
the usual close proximity of oxygen makes it less than 
funny. A net for the beard won’t remove the hazard. 
“ Perhaps the answer to the question of a welder 
who wants long hair and a beard is a cap with snood 
plus a surgical mask ...” 
Every employee who has hair that could potentially 
be the instrument of a serious accident should realize 
that he may have to sacrifice something in the esthetics 
of his appearance in the name of safety while at work; 
but in return for wearing some form of protection he 
will be saved the possibility of considerable pain, 
probable deformation, lost time and money, and the 
hair on his head.
